In response to the Restriction Requirement dated June 10, 2003, which set forth 
the following groups of claims: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a composition comprising human dendritic cells 
(DCs), classified in Class 435, subclass 372. 

II. Claims 10-21, drawn to a method for producing a tumor cell inhibiting 
response comprising administering to a patient DCs, classified in 
Class 424, subclass 534. 

III. Claims 22-35, drawn to a method for producing a tumor growth 
inhibiting response comprising administering to a patient activated 
T cells^assified in Class 424, subclass 93.71. 

Applicants elect to prosecute Group II, claims 10-21, with traverse. Applicants 
reserve the right to file a divisional or related application to the subject matter encompassed by 
any claim of a non-elected group. Further, the Examiner has requested election of a single 
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disclosed specific antigen for continued prosecution. The Examiner has suggested election of a 
specific antigen listed in dependent claim 6. Applicants elect peptide PSM-P1 (SEQ ID NO: 1), 
an antigenic peptide from the prostate antigen PSMA (prostate specific membrane antigen) 
recited in claims 5 and 14 (a claim of elected Group II) for continued prosecution. Further, 
Applicants note that upon an indication of allowability of a generic claim, a reasonable number 
of additional species will be considered and can also be claimed in the same application as 
provided by 37 C.F.R. § 141. Claims 10-13 and 16-21 are generic to the elected species. Claim 
14 contains the elected species and claim 15 does not read on the elected species of peptide 
antigen PSM-P1.
